It assures the population of thf Phil- 


pine: Islands of the intention of the 
AmerJean* to 'develop the powers of self- 
governttient In the people. 
'It expiains that the United States has 
assumed international obligations which 
It ntu»t fulfil,'and, which make it re- 
sponsible to the whole civilized world for 
the stable government of the Philip- 
pines; 


That the United States cannot divest 


itself of these responsibilities the address 
assures the people. 


The commission is to interpret \p the 


natives the purposes and intentions of 
the president of the United States to- | 
ward-them, and a3*o to suggest the es- 
tablishment of such a government as 
»hall suit the capacity and requirements 
of the Filipinos and be consistent with 
the interests of the United States. 


The people are. assured also that the 


president's sole wish is to establish a 
system of government such as will ren- 
der the natives capable of administering 
their own affairs tund«r American con- 
trol The protection of the United States 
Is not to be exercised in any spirit of 
tyranny, or vengeance. 


Haying destroyed the Spanish power 


and accepted the ^overetgnty at the isl- 
ands, the United States Js bound to re- 
sfore ptface in the Philippine*. 


To'this Mid all insurgents'are~ invited 


to lay down their arm* and place t1i*ir 
trust in the government that emancipat- 
ed them from the oppression of Spanish 
rule.

It must, 1*» remembered that 


Important i»art of a safety^ Is al- 


ways moving tu the act of balancing 
th« cycle, and that it, then-fore, has ft 
great deal of wear, quite as much, in- 
deed, as any other bearing, la addi- 
tion to this the strain is unequal, and 
the ball races have to «ui»>ort the 
weight of the rider and all the croak 
strain* occasioned by the inequalities 
Of the road. Then, again, the balls 
do not hare a full rotury motion, but 
only a backward 
aud a forward 


movement, often very alight, but yet 
sufficient to wear them considerably 
in course of time. To keep a bea'd in 
proper condition it should be most ac- 
curately adjusted, care being taken 
that it la neither too tight nor too 
loose. Any looseness may easily be de- 
tected by taking hold of the handle- 
bar and lifting it up and pressing it 
down alternately.. If any shake is 
felt it must proceed either from the 
head or the front wheel. A good plan 
when adjusting the head is to torn the 
steering post around onee or twice in 
the socket. This will bring a different 
set of balls into . the position where 
most weight has to be supported. 
Vany 'machines -are utterly ruined by 
the - Beads *eing - neglected which 
causes the sockets to wear oval.' When 
this occurs proper adjustment is out 
of the question. Beads should work 
freely, but should always be absolute- 
ly rigid."

They left forty- 
elght riders in the rear and shot 
around the tradk almost wheel to 
wheel^ When within twenty-five yards 
of the tape Somervllle, who still lei) 
by half a wheel, wits seen to relax his 
hold on the handle-bars. His pedals 
whirled around, however, and the 
plucklly held his position. 


Five yards from the tape Cliff put on 


a tremendous spurt and struck: Somer- 
vllle's hind wheel, shooting the ma- 
ckino, with its then almost inanimate 
burden, under the tape^ " The Jerowfl 
fcelled wildly, but silence ensuea when 
BCiqervine, after crossing, the tape, 
(plunged headformost from the ma- 
chine on the hard track. 


When picked up -lie was dead. Phy- 
sicians who examined his body said he 
must have had an attack of heart fail- 
ure on the last lap!

have learned golf as a boy. 


To have any right understanding of 


the eftteutials of the swing, it is necec* 
sary to begin with certain principle**, 
and the first of these is that you must 
keep the club head traveling as long 
as you reasonably cau in the direction 
in which you wish the ball to go. 


The distance you should stand from 


the ball will naturally be more or less 
determined by the length of the club. 
It Is best to square the left elbow a lit- 
tle aud let tho right elbow lie fairly 
close to the body. Throughout the 
swing the club head should be kept at 
as great a distance from the body of 
the player as his arms will comforta- 
bly allow. ' 


Imagine the direction in which you 


wish tho ball to KO, and draw an iuv 
aginary line from the ball at right 
angles to that direction toward your- 
self. This fixes the position of the ball 
relatively to your left foot, which 
should point, if anything, a little out- 
ward. In driving the majority-'of fine 
players stand with the right foot a lit- 
tle advanced. For the man who is 
past bis first youth when he takes up 
tolf it will be found that this position 
enables him most easily to let his right 
shoulder come down* and follow-on the 
stroke. The shoulders should work as 
If they wc-re two spokes of a wheel of 
which the backbone was the axle. 
For though the shoulders go round, in 
this way the backbone between them 
should hardly change its position at- 
all. 


The next and final hint is as to its 


pace, "yiie up swing must be a slower 
swing than the down swing; this is 
the essence of the whole. But because 
It must be relatively slower, it does 
not follow that'It need be slow. There 
must be a relation, a harmony, be- 
tween the two, so that all may seem 
part of one whole. 


"Don't press" is another maxim of 


the essential wisdom of the sages, and 
this, too, has often been roughly in- 
terpreted to mean that you are not to 
h|t hard, not to swing quick: you are 
to swing quickly upon the ball; the 
proper sense of this maxim is that you 
ore not to hit with greater force, not 
to.swing with great|r speed than you' 
eon control.
